No more picture.s ilealuiK with the umiervvoiid will bt* pro­ 
duced by the Paramount-I’ublix (’orporation. 
S. Ii. Kent, 
vice-president in charge of diHtributioii, made this announce­ 
ment the other day— taking pains, at the same time, to deny 
emphatically that gangster movie.s have been responsible 
for crime waves. 
This action came only a few days after Police Commis.sion- 
er Mulrooney of New York hatl charged that motion pictures 
and tabloid newspapers were cheiily r**sponsible for the ui- 
crease of crime among city youths. 
Mr. Kent, explaining his company’s action, said simply 
that crime pictures have been overdone ami that the public 
is tired of them. 
Thus, whih' hi* do« ‘s not accept (’omnus- 
sioner Mulrooney’s criticism, he at lea.sl lakes an action that 
ought to help make the commissioner happy. 
The general public probably will w’elcorne a diminution 
in the number of gangster movies. 
The general public also 
is at least partially in agrément with th» » New York commis­ 
sioner; and the whole business needs a little more intelligent 
consideration than it usually gets. 
An impressionable youngster may, now and then, In* led 
into crime by a lurid movie; but in general it is safe to sap 
that blaming the movies for the gang wars of the big cities 
is nothing but an easy w ay out of a perplexing situation.

We blame the movie ami the tabloid and conveniently for­ 
get about the bad housing conditions that provide crime with 
its best spawning ground. 
We blame the movie and the tabloid and overlook the fa* t 
that half a dozen good playgrounds, properly placeii ami 
rightly directed, would do more to keep city children from 
going astray than all the “ uplift” in the world. 
We blame the movie ami the tabloid ami shut our eyes to 
the fact that every one of u.s w ho buys a pint of gin heljis to 
pay for the upkeep of the army of professional gunmen. 
We overlook the .social and <‘conoinic comliticuis that pro­ 
duce big city gangs— because fixing those conditions so that 
they would no longer jiroduce gangs would he altogetlu'r 
loo much trouble.
